Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  report  that  the  fourteen  men  who  belonged  to  the  Staff  before 
the  War  and  who  joined  the  Army  from  the  Health  Office,  Sanatorium, 
Abattoir  and  School  Clinic,  are  alive  and  with  one  or  two  exceptions  are  in 
their  usual  health.  One  was  severely  wounded  and  has  not  quite  recovered 
but  considering ' that  thirteen  have  been  in  France  and  other  theatres  of 
war  we  have  reason  to  be  thankful  that  we  have  escaped  so  lightly. 

It  is  with  deeji  regret  that  I record  the  death  of  Inspector  Cuckney  on 
the  21st  May  of  this  year.  He  was  in  the  service  of  the  Health  Committee 
from  the  year  1899.  Throughout  he  has  done  excellent  work  as  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Abattoir,  Meat  Inspector  and  Inspector  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act.  His  work  was  arduous  and  became  even  heavier  in  the 
last  three  years,  as  is  shown  in  this  report.

The  infantile  mortality  was  72  per  1000,  the  lowest  figure  on  record 
for  Brighton. 

THE  MIDWIVES  ACT,  1902. 

According  to  the  register  there  were  34  midwives  in  practice  (19  in 
private  practice).  Of  the  mid  wives  who  are  practising,  28  have  passed 
a qualif3dng  examination,  6 were  in  practice  at  the  passing  of  the  Act 
in  1901  ; of  the  latter,  two  are  illiterate.  During  the  3’ear  ail  the 
registered  midwives  have  been  visited  ; 96  visits  were  made. 

LYING-IN  HOSPITAL,  WEST  STREET. 

The  staff  of  certified  midwivee  at  the  L3ing-in  Institution  and  its 
branches  numbered  6.  The  total  number  of  confinements  attended  was 
1,033.  Of  this  total,  911  belonged  to  Brighton,  221  being  primiparae  and 
690  being  multiparae  ; 30  pupils  were  trained  during  1918,  of  whom  28 
obtained  the  Central  Mid  wives  Board  Certificate.

During  the  year,  17  children  under  two  years  of  age  died  from  summer 
diarrhoea. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

An  outbreak  occurred  in  the  spring  in  which  12  persons  were  attacked 
by  enteric  or  other  fobrile  illness,  the  history  indicating  that  probably  all 
of  these  were  true  cases  of  enteric  fever. 

A page  boy,  B.X.,  aged  15,  was  away  from  work  at  Hospital  Y for  one 
week  early  in  March  with  an  attack  of  fever,  supposed  to  be  influenza.  He 
again  felt  ill  and  had  headache  on  13th  May,  but  continued  at  work. 

M.  X.,  aged  18,  the  brother  of  B.  X.  failed  with  enteric  fever  on  29th 
April. 

At  Hospital  Y,  two  maids,  N.  C.  (Widal  incomplete  + 7th  June)  and 
J.  I.  (Widal 4- 24th  June),  who  had  meals  with  B.  X.,  failed  with  severe 
attacks  on  April  28th.  Later  a patient  in  the  hospital  developed  enteric 
fever  (onset  3rd  June,  widal  + 9th  June). 

Mrs.  G.  (Widal — June),  who  visited  the  family  X.  from  time  to  time 
had  an  illness  about  April  8th,  characterised  by  vomiting  and  diarrhoea,  and 
her  brother,  aged  39,  had  onset  of  severe  enteric  fever  on  10th  May. 

The  family  X.  lived  at  49  D Street. 

At  43  D— ^ — Street,  three  doors  away,  four  members  of  one  family,  K., 
had  typical  attacks  of  enteric  fever,  daughter,  19,  son,  17,  husband,  48,  wife 
48,  with  onsets  on  30th  April  and  3rd,  9th  and  9th  May.  The  X.  family 
knew  but  did  not  visit  the  K.’s. 

At  7 D Street,  Mrs.  C.,  aged  40  (Widal + 23rd  May),  the  “ greatest 

friend  ” of  Mrs.  X.,  had  a bad  illness,  onset  14th  May. 

At  50  D Street,  Mrs.  U.  (blood  not  tested)  had  a febrile  illness, 

onset  1st  May. 

The  close  connection  between  all  these  cases  is  very  evident.  It  is 
easy  to  understand  how  X.  might  have  infected  foods  eaten  b}^  the  two 
maids  at  the  hospital,  and  how  similarly  he  might  have  infected  the  hospital 
patient. 

The  method  of  infection,  direct  or  indirect,  of  visitors  to  the  house  is 
also  easy  to  imagine  (Mrs.  G.  and  Mrs.  C.).  It  is  more  difficult  to  explain 
the  infection  of  the  K.’s  and  Mrs.  U.,  who  were  not  on  intimate  terms  with 
family  X. 
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The  only  other  eases  of  enteric  fever  in  Brio;hton  about  that  time  were 

two  occurring  at  80  and  82,  E Koad,  over  IJ  miles  away.  F.,  aged  19, 

82,  E— — Road,  had  her  onset  on  28th  April,  and  the  same  evening  played 

with  and  had  M.,  aged  6,  from  80,  E Road  on  her  lap.  The  latter  had 

his  onset  on  the  8th  May.  In  this  case  there  was  direct  contact. 

The  mother  of  the  boy  aged  6,  had  enteric  fever  in  1911.  Samples  of 
her  faeces  were  taken  on  twn  occasions  with  negative  result ; still,  the  mother 
w^as  probably  the  primary  source  of  infection.

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

541  cases  were  notified  in  345  houses;  17  deaths  occurred. 
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INFLUENZA. 

From  the  table  below  the  contrast  between  the  epidemics  of  191 8 and 
the  outbreaks  in  the  nineties  is  apj^arent.  In  1918  most  deaths  occurred  in 
the  age  period  25  to  35  although  many  men  belonging  to  that  age  period 
had  been  withdrawn  for  military  service,  also  children  under  five  suffered 
more  in  1918  than  in  the  nineties.  In  the  outbreaks  in  the  nineties  the 
number  of  deaths  steadily  increased  from  the  5 to  15  age  ]Deriod  to  the  65 
to  75  age  period.

The  increase  in  the  deaths  from  influenza  was  accompanied  by  an 
increase  in  deaths  from  pneumonia  and  in  the  autumn  outbreak  by  an 
increase  in  the  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  recorded  increase 
cf  deaths  from  pneumonia  is  shown  to  be  of  doubtful  significance  by 
comparison  of  the  certificates  of  deaths  signed  by  various  practitioners 
working  in  the  same  districts,  the  proportion  of  deaths  from  influenza  to 
pneumonia  varying  enormously.  One  doctor  during  the  outbreak  certified 
28  deaths  as  pneumonia  and  only  4 as  influenza. 
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271  Deaths  from  Ii^fluenza  Inquired  Into. 


Patients  were  advised  to  go  to  bed  immediately  they  were  attacked  in 
order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection,  also  to  lessen  the  severity  of  the 
attack  and  to  avoid  complications.  Undoubtedly  this  advice  was  excellent, 
at  the  same  time  a large  proportion  of  persons  who  died  did  take  to  their 
bed  at  once,  showing  that  a majority  of  fatal  cases  were  sewer  e from  the  onset, 
as  shown  by  the  table  below  : —

Influenza  in  Schools. 

The  first  information  that  influenza  was  affecting  great  numbers  came 
from,  the  schools.  The  spread  was  very  rapid  as  instanced  by  the  first  school 
reporting  to  me.  At  Preston  Road  Infants’  School,  on  Thursday,  10th 
October,  the  attendance  was  155  ; on  Monday,  the  14th  it  was  only  73.  The 
epidemic  did  not  equally  affect  the  boys’  and  girls’  departments.  These  two 
facts  indicate  that  the  disease  was  contracted  in  school. 
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From  the  14tli  to  2Jst  Octoljer  some  40  (le})artments  were  closed  usually 
on  account  of  30  per  cent,  or  over  being  absent  in  one  or  other  department 
but  in  one  or  tv,T)  instances  on  account  of  illness  amongst  the  teaching  staff. 

On  22nd  October,  all  Elementary  Schools  were  closed  for  a period  of 
four  weeks,  to  re-open  on  18th  November.  The  Sunday  Schools  were  closed 
for  the  corresponding  Sundays  including  the  17th  November.  Sunday 
School  Superintendents  have  loyally  acted  on  my  advice  in  this  matter,  still 
it  is  desirable  that  the  Health  Authority  should  have  power  to  compulsorily 
close  Sunday  Schools  and  also  have  ]3ower  to  insist  on  equal  sanitary 
conditions  for  Day  and  Sunday  Schools.  The  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendents would  welcome  such  powers  being  given  to  Health  Authorities  as  it 
would  ensure  that  all  children  from  affected  districts  were  excluded  ; at 
times  I receive  letters  saying,  ■’  I shall  gladly  close  if  you  can  give  me  some 
assurance  that  my  immediate  neighbours  are  also  closing.”  The  power 
to  close  should  be  extended  not  only  to  Sunday  Schools  but  to  all 
children’s  meetings  and  gatherings,  Sunday  School  treats  and  other  enter- 
tainments for  children  ; as  suggested  later,  it  should  also  be  within  the 
power  of  local  authorities  to  require  theatres  and  cinemas  to  refuse 
admission  to  children.  At  the  time  of  School  and  Sunday  School  closures 
on  account  of  Measles  last  year  the  cinema  proprietors  were  approached, 
but  my  request  for  the  exclusion  of  children  met  wdth  little  response  ; this 
shows  that  local  powers  to  insist  on  exclusion  are  necessary. 

Influenza  in  the  Second arxt  Schools. 

(These  schools  were  not  closed). 

Reliable  and  valuable  information  was  got  together  by  the  Heads  of 
these  schools,  Mr.  W.  J.  Stainer  and  Miss  Ellis. 

Boys’  School. 

Of  690  boys  on  the  roll,  39  or  6 per  cent,  failed  in  summer  term,  1918, 
and  of  these  39,  5 or  13  per  cent,  were  attacked  in  the  autumn. 

Of  the  651  who  had  no  known  attack  in  summer,  159  or  24  per  cent, 
were  attacked  in  the  autumn. 

Of  the  492  remaining  with  no  histor}^  of  attack  during  1918,  48  or  7 
j)er  cent,  were  attacked  in  the  spring  of  1919. 

Of  the  164  who  w^ere  attacked  either  during  the  summer  or  autumn 
of  1918,  15  or  8 per  cent,  were  attacked  in  the  spring  of  1919. 

The  summer  attacks  seem  to  have  given  some  degree  of  immunity 
from  attack  in  the  autumn,  on  the  other  hand,  summer  and  autumn 
attacks  seem  to  have  given  no  defence  against  a spring  attack. 

Girls’  School. 

Of  447  girls  on  the  roll,  72  or  16.5  per  cent,  failed  in  the  summer  term  of 
whom  6 or  8 per  cent,  w^ere  attacked  in  the  autumn.  Of  the  375  who  had 
no  known  attack  in  summer,  98  or  26  per  cent,  were  attacked  in  the 
autumn. 

Of  the  277  remaining  with  no  history  of  an  attack  during  1918,  44  or 
16  per  cent,  w^ere  attacked  in  the  spring  of  1919. 
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Of  the  170  who  were  attacked  during  the  vsrimmer  or  autiimn  of  1918,  <S 
or  5 per  cent,  were  attacked  in  the  .spring  of  1911). 

From  the  Girls’  School  figures,  one  would  judge  that  an  attack  in 
summer  protected  in  considerable  degree  against  an  autumn  attack  and 
similarly,  attacks  in  summer  or  autumn  protected  against  a spring  attack. 

The  results  from  the  two  schools  are  therefore,  partialh’  contradictory. 

Combined  Roll,  1,137. 

Of  111  attacked  in  summer,  10  per  cent,  attacked  in  autumn. 

Of  1,026  not  attacked  in  summer,  25  per  cent,  attacked  in  autumn. 

Of  368  attacked  in  1918,  6 per  cent,  attacked  in  spring,  1919. 

Of  769  not  attacked  in  1918,  10  per  cent,  attacked  in  spring,  1919. 

The  combined  figures  favour  the  view  that  one  aUack  j'^'^'otects  a 
certain  extent  from  IcUer  attacks . 

Five  scholars  had  second  attacks  or  relapses  shortly  after  their  first 
attacks. 

Two  are  reported  as  having  been  attacked  in  summer,  autumn  and 
spring. 

The  above  evidence  conclusively  g^roves  that  second  attacks  in  any  one 
year  are  frequent. 

Outbreak  at  the  Sanatorium. 

The  spread  of  infection  in  the  wards  for  consumptives  at  the  Sana- 
dorium. 

At  the  beginning  of  October  in  the  female  phthisis  and  joint  wards 
there  were  37  patients,  27  cases  of  pulmonary  tubercle  and  10  cases  of 
tuberculosis  of  joints.  On  the  2nd  October,  two  nurses  developed  influenza 
and  one  maid  a sore  throat.  Thereafter,  according  to  date  the  number  of 
onsets  were  as  follows  : —

Of  these,  two  died,  both  of  whom  suffered  from  advanced  disease. 
None  of  the  remaining  26  patients  developed  pneumonia,  being  nursed 
under  open-air  conditions  ; they  lost  weight  rapidly  but  regained  it  quickly 
after  the  illness  passed.  They  suffered  no  permanent  set  back. 

In  the  male  ward  there  were  23  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tubercle  and  no  case  occurred  amongst  these  although  the  patients  had 
visitors  twice  weekly  and  many  went  home  on  Sundays. 

Visitors  to  the  hospital  saw  patients  in  the  open  air  or  sat  at  the  end 
nf  the  bed.  Patients  were  warned  not  to  ride  in  tramcars  and  in  case  of 
illness  at  home  neither  to  visit  their  homes  nor  have  visitors  from  their 
homes.  No  other  precautions  were  taken. 
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Treatment  tn  Hospital, 

At  the  Infinnaiy,  Dr.  Koss  informs  me  that,  in  1918,  at  the  Brighton 
Infirmary,  141  patients  with  influenza  were  treated,  of  whom  24  or  17 
per  cent  died.  12  of  those  patients  belonged  to  the  staff  and  23  were 
inmates  of  the  Workhouse. 

In  the  spring  of  1919  seven  cases  of  influenza  and  pneumonia  were 
removed  from  crowded  houses  to  the  {Sanatorium.  Of  these,  four  died. 

To  Combat  the  Epidemic  the  Following  Steps  were  taken. 

(1)  The  closure  of  schools  and  Sunday  Schools  as  mentioned  above, 

(2)  An  appeal  was  made  to  cinema  proprietors  to  keep  their  halls' 

])roperly  ventilated  during  the  performances, 

(3)  The  manager  of  the  tramways  and  Messrs.  Tillings  were 
approached  with  regard  to  the  ventilation  of  trams  and  buses 
and  the  avoidance  of  over-crowding.  The  ventilators  in  the  front 
doors  of  the  trams  are  now  kept  open  continuously. 

(4)  The  Railway  Company  was  also  approached, 

(5)  Some  thousands  of  copies  of  the  pamphlet  set  out  below  were 
distributed  to  scholars  by  the  Head  Master  of  the  Secondary 
Boys’  School  and  to  the  public  by  the  kindness  of  the  director 
of  the  Library  and  the  manager  of  the  tramways.  Five  thousand 
rmpies  were  printed. 

(6)  In  the  Library,  General  Post  Office  and  at  the  Secondary  Girls’ 

School,  formalin  in  a solution  of  two  ounces  to  the  gallon  was 
sprinkled  on  the  floor  in  the  morning  prior  to  the  entry  of  the 
public  and  scholars.  It  was  of  a strength  to  cause  no  more 
than  slight  smarting  of  the  eyes.  The  vapour  inhaled  increased 
the  nasal  secretion  and  so  washed  out  any  infection  and  at  the 
same  time  may  have  acted  as  a mild  disinfectant.

INFLUENZA. 


Influenza  is  usually  a short  sharp  illness  with  sudden  onset,  bad 
headache,  pains  all  over,  cough  and  frequently  all  the  symptoms 
of  a cold  in  the  head. 

In  mild  cases  constitutional  symptoms  are  absent  and  the  patient 
seems  to  suffer  from  an  ordinarv  cold  and  is  able  to  be  about.

These  mild  cases  are  highly  infectious  and  spread  the  disease. 


How  TO  Avoid  Infection. 

Do  not  go  to  indoor  gatherings. 

Travel  as  little  as  possible  in  trains  or  inside  cars  or  buses. 

Do  not  visit  friends  with  colds  and  do  not  allow  them  to  visit 

you. 

Give  up  shaking  hands  for  the  present  ; give  up  kissing  for  all 
time. 
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Put  a few  drops  of  eucal^^ptiis,  pine  oil  or  diluted  formalin  on  yoinr 
iiaudkercliief  in  the  morning  and  inhale  at  intervals  during  the  day^ 
and  particularly  after  being  near  a person  with  a cold. 

Wash  the  hands  before  meals  and  wash  out  the  nose  by  drawing 
up  water  into  it  at  that  time. 

Have  your  own  towel  ; never  use  the  common  towel. 

d'ake  drugs  only  when  prescribed  by  a doctor. 

Keep  fit  by  taking  exercise  in  the  open  air.

The  sooner  jmu  go  to  bed  the  less  serious  and  shorter  will  yoni 
illness  be.

Precaution  Against  Spread  in  Cinemas. 

As  the  life  of  the  organism  outside  the  human  body  is  of  short  duratio.n 
there  is  nothing  to  be  gained  by  disinfecting  the  halls  and  the  proprietors 
have  been  advised  accordingly. 

With  regard  to  the  spraying  into  the  air  of  halls  of  various  so-called 
disinfectants,  it  is  doubtful  if  these  do  any  good  whatsoever,  and  some 
authoritative  statement  from  the  Local  Government  Board  on  the  matter 
would  be  welcome  as  much  money  is  wasted  by  well-meaning  people  in  this 
way.  Neither  is  there  any  apparent  object  in  clearing  the  halls  at  intervals 
so  long  as  the  halls  are  kept  properly  ventilated.  The  advice  given  by 
many  authorities  regarding  this  matter  reminds  one  of  the  practices  of  our 
forefathers  who  insisted  on  having  bedroom  windows  wide  open  during  the. 
day  but  tightly  shut  during  the  night.  The  danger  really  lies  in  bringing 
people  together  in  stagnant  air  as  they  are  brought  together  in  public  halls,  in 
churches  and  in  cinemas  where  the  fan  is  not  kept  running  during  the, 
performance. 

With  regard  to  the  Brighton  cinemas,  the  Council  insisted  in  1915^ 
that,  prior  to  a renewal  of  licence  they  should  be  provided  with  pro]ier 
means  of  ventilation.  Alterations  were  made  at  practically  all  the 
cinemas  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  local  authority,  electric  fans 
being  installed  in  all  with  one  exception. 

In  any  future  Regulations  made  to  prevent  the  spread  of  influenza  and 
other  infectious  diseases  the  local  authorities  should  be  given  power  to  close 
cinemas  to  children  on  the  advice  of  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  also 
to  insist  that  the  ventilation  should  be  continuous  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Vaccine  Used  P'or  Preventive  Purposes. 

The  following  vaccine  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  was  used 
in  two  doses  of  .5  and  1 c.c.  administered  with  an  interval  of  10  days  between 
the  inoculations — “each  c.c.  contains  B.  Influenzae — 60  millions.  Pneumo- 
cocci— 200  millions,  Streptococci — 80  millions.” 

On  15th  February,  1919,  all  general  practitioners  in  Brighton  were 
informed  that  they  could  have  “ preventive”  vaccine  for  use  free  of  charge. 
Sixteen  took  advantage  of  the  offer  and  vaccinated  56  persons,  giving  an 
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average  per  doctoi  ot  3 patients.  This  shows  that  if  a further  issue  of  vaccine 
is  made  it  might  be  put  up  in  10  c.c.  amounts  in  addition  to  25  c.c.  as  at 
present,  25  c.c.  })eing  sufficient  for  the  vaccination  of  16  persons.  General 
practitioners  were  also  invited  to  send  patients  to  the  Health  Office  foi* 
vaccination  if  they  so  desired  and  1 1 patients  attended. 

The  teachers  in  the  elementary  schools,  the  Queen’s  Nurses,  who  are  the 
district  nurses  for  Brighton,  and  the  Town  Hall  staff  were  offered  vaccina- 
tion and  35,  19  and  16,  a total  of  70,  attended.  Thirty-three  or  nearly 
one-half  had  suffered  from  influenza  during  1918  and  three  of  these  who  had 
suffered  from  influenza  (one  in  June  and  two  in  October,  1918)  had  second 
attacks,  one  three  days  after  the  first  inoculation,  one  four  days  and  one 
five  daj^s  after  their  second  inoculations.  Of  the  remaining  37  who  had  no 
history  of  an  attack  of  influenza  during  1918  : — 

Of  8 who  were  Queen’s  Nurses  in  regular  attendance  on  influenza  cases, 
1 developed  a severe  attack  complicated  by  pneumonia  three  days  after  the 
first  inoculation  ; 

Of  15  who  were  teachers,  1 developed  a mild  attack  four  days  after  the 
first  inoculation ; 

Of  14  who  belonged  to  the  Town  Hall  staff,  2 developed  influenza 
four  days  after  their  second  inoculation. 

These  histories  are  summarised  as  follorvs  ; 

Persons  said  to  have  Suffered  from  Influenza  during  1918. 

33,  of  Avhom  3 developed  influenza  after  inoculation,  1,  three  days  after 
the  first  inoculation  and  2,  four  days  and  five  days  after  the  second 
inoculation. 

Persons  Giving  No  History  of  Having  Suffered  from  Influenza 

DURING  1918. 

37,  of  whom  4 developed  influenza,  2,  three  and  four  days  after  the  first 
inoculation  and  2,  four  and  four  days  after  the  second  inoculation. 

Of  the  56  persons  inoculated  by  doctors  and  whose  histories  as  to 
previous  attacks  of  influenza  are  unknown,  2 developed  attacksof  influenza 
three  days  and  four  days  after  the  first  inoculation. 

Inoculation  and  Susceptibility. 

Of  126  persons  inoculated,  nine  developed  influenza  within  five  days  of 
inoculation  and  none  thereafter.  Those  figures  certainly  'point  to  an  increased 
snsceptibility  to  infection  following  immediately  after  inoculation  and  less 
certainly  to  a lessened  susceptibility  thereafter. 

Reaction  to  Vaccine. 

Local  tenderness  was  frequently  complained  of  at  the  site  of  inoculation. 
Slight  headache,  “ heaviness  ” and  stuffiness  of  the  nose  were  also  mentioned. 
Fainting  in  bed  on  the  second  night  after  inoculation  was  reported  in  a 
general  practitioner’s  case. 

Although  no  serious  effect  was  reported,  Friday,  if  possible,  should  be 
chosen  as  inoculation  dav  as  it  allows  relaxation  from  strenuous  work  on 
the  second  and  third  days.  It  is  convenient  to  give  the  second  dose  one 
week  or  preferably  two  weeks  instead  of  10  days  after  the  first  inoculation 
as  recommended.

Deaths  occurring  in  Public  Institutions. 

Cases  died  in  the  following  Institutions  ; — 30  in  the  Brighton  Poor 
Law  Institutions,  1 in  the  Shoreham  Poor  Law  Institution,  19  in  the 
Brighton  County  Borough  Asylum,  6 in  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital, 
2 in  the  Children’s  Hospital,  18  in  the  Sanatorium,  1 in  the  National 
Sanatorium,  Bournemouth,  and  6 in  other  institutions  outside  the  Borough. 

Tuberculosis  Patients  dangerous  because  of  their  Occupations. 

No  power  has  yet  been  given  to  control  tuberculous  patients,  dangerous 
to  the  community  because  of  their  occupations.  From  time  to  time  one 
finds  female  phthisis  patients  acting  as  nursery  maids  because  the  occupation 
is  light  and  takes  them  much  into  the  open  air.  Of  four  Brighton  milk 
carriers,  one  notified  in  1916  continued  a milk  carrier  until  his  death  last 
year,  another  notified  last  year  died  a few  months  later,  one  is  now  in  an 
Institution  and  one  has  given  up  the  trade.  One  patient  took  on  work  as  a 
grocer’s  assistant  and  worked  at  that  trade  until  a short  time  before  his 
death.  Another  is  at  present  in  charge  of  a general  shop  and  proposes  to 
continue  this  work.  We  also  know  of  other  notified  cases  following 
such  occupations  as  waiters,  cooks  and  bakers. 

Compulsory  poww  should  be  given  to  prevent  notified  consumptives 
following  occupations  in  which  they  are  a danger  to  the  community,  at  the 
same  time  provision  should  be  made  for  fair  compensation  for  loss  of  oc- 
cupation.

Of  the  above  cases,  2 cases  of  diphtheria,  1 of  enteric  fever,  12  of  influenza 
and  5 of  other  diseases  belonged  to  the  Sanatorium  staff  ; 12  cases  of 
cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  5 contacts  with  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  34 
German  measles,  14  measles,  45  scarlet  fever,  43  diphtheria,  41  mumps,  16 
enteric  fever,  6 chicken  pox,  4 erysipelas,  8 influenza,  1 pneumonia  and  36 
other  diseases  were  military  patients,  a total  of  265. 

Five  patients  suffering  from  diphtheria,  1 from  enteric  fever,  2 
from  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  and  1 from  scarlet  fever  were  admitted  from 
outside  districts. 

The  total  number  of  weeks  spent  by  all  the  patients  in  the  Sanatorium 
was  6,534  weeks,  as  compared  with  7,086  weeks  in  1917.  Of  the  total  of 
1918,  scarlet  fever  patients  spent  905  weeks,  diphtheria  patients,  1,717 
weeks,  enteric  fever  patients,  289  weeks,  measles  patients,  99  weeks,  cerebro- 
spinal meningitis,  152  weeks  ; contacts  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  4 weeks, 
phthisis  patients,  2,494  weeks,  other  tubercular  patients,  466  weeks,  wasting 
children,  134  weeks  and  patients  from  other  diseases,  274  weeks.

The  work  at  the  V.D.  Centre  has  steadily  increased.  There  were  822 
males  and  805  females  in  attendance  during  the  year.  Because  of  the 
increase  of  work  it  was  found  necessary  to  establish  a fourth  Clinic  (Oct.). 
Many  persons  suffering  from  these  diseases  still  remain  untreated.  If  it 
were  possible  to  arrange  for  treatment  by  appointment  at  a fee,  I have  no 
doubt  that  many  of  these  patients  Vvould  attend.  It  is  disturbing  to  note 
that  246  patients  ceased  to  attend  without  completing  treatment  ; 152  of 
these  suffered  from  syphilis,  and  as  no  patient  is  discharged  as  cured  under 
two  years  (treatment  and  observation),  a number  of  these  may  have  com- 
pleted one  course  of  salvarsan  treatment.

STILL  BIRTHS. 


There  is  an  arrangement  to  receive  still  births  at  the  Health  Office  and 
to  bnry  these  free  of  charge  after  examination.  The  midwife  is  paid  2s.  Gd. 
for  her  trouble  in  bringing  the  still  births  to  the  office. 

Twenty- two  were  brought,  21  were  examined  ; of  17  sections  of  ilver 
submitted,  four  showed  spirochetes.  Of  the  four  mothers,  three  attended 
the  V.D.  Clinic  and  one  left  the  town. 

THE  EDUCATION  OF  THE  PUBLIC. 

Late  in  1917  the  clergy  and  ministers  were  approached  with  a view  to 
their  helping  in  the  publicity  campaign.  Dr.  Ryle  kindly  gave  a tutorial 
class  to  eleven  of  these.  Later,  sermons  and  lectures  were  delivered  in 
many  churches. 

Other  lectures  given  in  the  spring  by  various  speakers  included  addresses 
to  large  audiences  by  Drs.  Boyle,  Edmonds,  Martindale  and  Ryle.  In  April, 
Dr.  Lawson  gave  a demonstration  to  some  30  nurses  and  midwives,  which 
was  much  appreciated. 

A course  of  five  lectures  on  nature  study  in  relation  to  sex  education 
was  given  to  school  teachers  in  May — June  by  Miss  Norah  March  in  the 
Union  Church  Hall.  The  average  attendance  was  73.  A large  majority 
of  the  audience  were  female  elementarv  school  teachers.

Only  one  summons  was  necessary  to  enforce  compliance  with  notices 
during  the  j^ear  ; this  was  against  the  occupier  of  a dwelling  house  for 
failing  to  abate  a nuisance  caused  by  the  dirty  state  of  premises. 


An  order  was  made  on  the  defendant  to  abate  the  nuisance  and  pro- 
hibiting the  recurrence  thereof,  and  to  pay  the  costs. 

The  nuisance  was  afterwards  abated. 

Two  other  summonses  were  issued  during  the  year,  viz.  : — 

One  against  the  occupier  of  a stable  for  failing  to  remove  the  manure 
weekly  as  recjuired  by  the  bye-law. 

The  manure  was  removed  and  the  summons  withdrawn  on  payment  of 
costs. 

The  other  was  issued  under  the  Offensive  Trades  Clauses  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  for  establishing  an  offensive  trade,  viz.,  that  of  a rag  and  bone 
dealer,  without  having  first  obtained  permission  in  writing  from  the  Town 
Council  to  do  so. 

The  defendant  was  cautioned  and  the  summons  withdrawn  on  payment 
of  costs  on  his  undertaking  to  quit  the  premises,  which  he  subsequently 
did.

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DUTIES  UNDER  THE  FOOD  ORDERS. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  extra  duties  devolving  on  the  late 
Inspector  Cuokney  and  Inspector  Mills,  in  connection  with  the  supply, 
distribution  and  sale  of  foods  as  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  the 
Local  Food  Committee  during  1917,  1918  and  1919. 

Inspector  Cuckney,  as  Superintendent  of  the  Abattoir,  devised  the 
working  means  by  which  a scheme  to  slaughter  and  distribute  ail  the  supply 
of  home-killed  meat  to  the  butchers  of  Brighton  and  Hove,  has  been 
successfully  and  most  efficiently  carried  out  at  the  Brighton  Abattoir. 

To  effect  this  Inspector  Cuckney  was  personally  responsible  for  : — 

(а)  Providing  for  the  reception  of  all  live  stock  by  road  or  rail,  and 

code  marking  all  the  animals  from  the  various  markets. 

(б)  Examining  and  checking  the  number  of  animals  from  each  market 

on  arrival,  and  arranging  lairage. 

(c)  Arranging  for  the  slaughter  of  the  requisite  number  of  animals 
each  day  to  provide  the  amount  of  meat  demanded  by  the 
Advisory  Committee. 

{d)  Examination  of  carcases  and  viscera  after  slaughter  and  the 
separation  and  condemnation  of  diseased  meat,  the  separation 
of  all  offals  and  bye-products,  hides,  skins,  &c. 

(e)  Supervising  the  efficiency  of  the  slaughtermen’s  work  in  the 
dressing  of  carcases,  and  that  of  the  Abattoir  staff  generally  as 
to  cleanliness  and  upkeep  of  the  plant,  tools  and  premises. 

if)  Supervising  the  disposal  of  the  bye-products. 

An  average  of  about  3,500  animals  a month  were  killed  and  dealt  with 
under  this  distribution  scheme,  and  the  large  staff  employed  worked 
efficiently  and  amicably  under  Inspector  Cuckney’s  supervision. 

Inspector  Mills  has  been  chiefly  responsible  for  the  enforcement;  in 
Brighton  of  all  the  orders  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  since  its  inception, 
latterly  he  has  worked  directly  under  the  Food  Control  Committee,  by 
arrangement  with  the  Health  Committee. 

The  work  has  been  principally  directed  to  the  control  of  shops  as  to  the 
observance  of  the  law  in  respect  of  the  maximum  prices  allowed  to  be 
charged. 

The  exhibition  of  required  notices  and  price  lists. 

Enquiries  respecting  the  registration  of  dealers. 

Enquiries  respecting  claims  for  the  supply  of  goods  to  traders  under 
the  rationing  scheme. 

Work  in  connection  with  the  distribution  of  rationed  food. 

Examination  of  damaged  and  unsound  foodstuffs,  and  arranging 
for  the  condemnation  or  disposal  for  other  purposes  of  food  which,  whilst 
unfit  for  human  food,  could  be  used  for  animal  food  or  manufacturing 
purposes  ; in  this  connection  very  large  quantities  of  potatoes,  bacon, 
butter,  cereals  and  dried  fruits  have  had  to  be  examined  and  dealt  with  at 
the  various  warehouses  and  shops. 

Also  enquiries  as  to  the  establishment  of  new  businesses. 

On  information  obtained  by  Mr.  Mills,  96  offenders  against  the  various 
orders  have  been  prosecuted,  and  fines  totalling  £742  12s.  6d.  have  been 
inflicted. 

In  the  same  period  24  prosecutions  were  taken  by  the  Police  under  Food 
Orders  deputed  to  them,  and  fines  totalling  £390  8s.  inflicted.

In  January  a petition  was  received  from  Florists  and  Fruiterers  for  an

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RE-ARRANGEMENT  OF  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  WORK. 

During  1918,  Dr.  Hutt  and  Dr.  Adamson  w ere  absent  on  active  service, 
their  duties  being  carried  out  by  Dr.  England  as  a full  time  officer,  also  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Infant  Welfare  Officer,  as  part  time  officers. 

Refractions  were  carried  out  by  Dr.  Ryle,  who  also  assisted  Dr.  England 
at  the  Skin  Clinic'. 

Operative  treatment  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  was  carried  out  at  the 
Royal  Alexandra  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  by  Mr.  Morgan,  Mr. Taylor  and 
Dr.  Parry,  Dr.  England  acting  as  anaesthetist. 

The  only  Clinic  discontinued  in  1918  was  that  for  X-ray  treahmenb  of 
ringworm. 

Mr.  Andrew  was  absent  from  Ajrril,  1918,  the  Dental  Clinic  being  carried 
on  till  July  by  Mr.  Lambert.  Thereafter  dental  treatment  ceased  until 
Mr.  Andrew’s  return  in  February,  1919.

During  1918,  56  school  children  found  to  be  defective  during 
their  stay  in  the  fever  hospital,  have  been  notified  to  the  School  Clinic  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  ; 37  of  these  children  were  notified  because 
of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

As  children  are  so  thoroughly  examined  during  their  stay  in  fever 
hospitals,  the  records  made  should  be  available  for  school  clinic  purposes. 
In  Brighton  this  information  has  been  found  of  great  value. 

VERMINOUS  CONDITIONS. 

The  number  of  attendances  made  at  the  Skin  Clinic  by  verminous 
children  in  connection  with  the  scheme  was  1,278  made  by  579  children. 

The  total  number  of  prosecutions  during  1918  was  15  ; in  8 instances 
a fine  varying  from  2s.  6d.  to  10s.  ; of  two  adjourned  cases  one  was 
subsequently  fined  ; 5 cases  withdrawn,  making  a total  of  9 cases  in  which 
a fine  was  inflicted. 

No  prosecutions  are  instituted  until  the  Committee  have  exhausted 
all  other  means  of  inducing  the  parents  to  cleanse  their  children.

WORK  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  THE  EDUCATION  (PROVISION  OF 

MEALS  ACT),  1906  AND  1914. 

Of  the  11  children  who  received  free  meals  4 were  recommended  by 
the  School  Doctor  on  medical  grounds  ; 7 were  not  so  recommended,  but 
were  fed  on  economic  grounds. 

ENLARGED  TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 

From  February,  1913,  up  to  December  31st,  1918, 1075  operations  have 
been  performed,  276  of  these  being  carried  out  in  1918.  In  connection 
with  these  latter  303  attendances  were  made  shortly  after  operation  by 
255  children.

DISEASES  OF  THE  EYE  Af^D  DEFECTIVE  VISION'. 

At  the  Treatment  Clinic  295  children  suffering  from  such  external 
eye  disease  as  phlyctenular  keratitis,  conjunctivitis,  ciliary  blepharitis 
were  treated  ; 1648  attendances  Avere  made. 

351  children  attended  the  refraction  clinic  on  543  occasions,  of  whom 
326  had  spectacles  prescribed.  In  addition  6 boys  residing  at  the  Portslade 
Industrial  School  (London  County  Council)  had  spectacles  prescribed. 

329  children  in  all  had  their  spectacles  mended  through  the  agency  of 
the  Education  Committee  ; 102  of  these  after  haAung  been  seen  at  the 
Clinic.

Two  left  at  16  years  of  age  and  referred  to  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Act  Committee  ; one  remains  at  home,  one  works  in  a laundry. 

Four  certified  as  ineducable  and  referred  to  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act 
Committee. 

One  child  died. 

Thus  nine  children,  three  boys  and  six  girls  were  placed  under  the  care 
of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act  Committee. 


REPORT  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DENTIST. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  the  School  Dentist,  Mr.  Andrew,  from  April 
onwards,  very  little  inspection  of  the  teeth  of  school  children  at  the  schools 
has  been  possible. 

Examinations  and  treatment  at  the  Dental  Clinic  were  carried  out  by 
Mr.  Andrew  (whole  time  from  January  to  April)  and  Mr.  Lambert  (three 
mornings  a week  from  April  to  July). 

— The  number  of  children  examined  at  the  one  routine 
inspection  made  was  13,  comprised  as  follows  : —

RINGWORM  OF  THE  SCALP. 

We  have  during  the  last  year  continued  our  work  of  searching  for  cases 
of  ringworm  of  the  scalp  among  children  living  in  the  same  house  with 
knovTL  cases.  The  results  have  confirmed  our  opinion  as  to  the  necessity 
of  this  action 

Out  of  247  house  contacts,  no  less  than  75  were  affected  with  ring- 
worm of  the  scalp,  i.e.,  at  least  one  out  of  every  four.  As  might  be  expected, 
the  probabilities  of  acquiring  the  disease  are  less  when  the  child  lives  in  the 
same  house  but  does  not  belong  to  the  same  family. 

It  will  be  seen  that  12  of  the  75  infected  contacts  were  below  school 
age  and  not  in  attendance  at  school.

THE  EDUCATION  OF  DEFECTSVE  CHILDREN. 


Meutioii  has  been  made  in  an  earlier  part  of  the  report  of  the  arrange- 
ments for  tue  education  of  mentally  defective  children.  A certain  number 
of  other  ma.rkedly  defective  children  are  maintained  in  Residential  In- 
stitutions by  the  Education  Committee.  Thus  there  are  at  present  three 
boys  maintained  in  the  Blind  Asylum,  Eastern  Road,  and  two  girls  in 
the  Barclay  Home  ; two  boys  and  one  girl  are  maintained  at  the  Residential 
Institution  for  Epileptics  at  Lingfield  ; four  boys  and  two  girls  are 
maintained  at  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institution  in  Brighton. 

JUVENILE  EMPLOYMENT. 

Special  reports  for  the  information  of  the  Juvenile  Employment 
Bureau  have  been  written  regarding  36  children  (16  boys  and  20  girls) 
during  1918.  as  to  suitable  occupation  in  relation  to  physical  defect.
